FOUR COURTS 
S IN. DANGER 


Building Commissioner Says It 
Is. Likely to Col- 
lapse. 


“The Four Courts building is in a 
frightful condition and immediate re- 
inforcements are necessary to prevent 
it from falling in,’’ said Building Com- 
missioner Smith Tuesday, after a tour 
of inspection of the old structure at 
Twelfth street and Clark avenue, from 
roof to basement. 

‘T have instructions from Mayor 
Wells to do what I can to make the 
place habitable, but I .am afraid the 
time for repairs has passed. 

“The roof is rotten and in danger of 
falling in at any moment. It would 
cost $3500 to repair the roof alone, and 
thére is not 3% cents available. 

“The very walls are falling. Huge 
stones from cornices and window sills 
have gone crashing into the street, and 
passersby have to give the building a 


wide berth. 

“Owing to the roof, leaks have in- 
vaded the grand jury room and may 
yet spoil the records which have to be 
kept in cases and cabinets, water tight. 

Rain on Jurors. 

“In the rooms where jurors sleap the 
leaks are so bad that many juries have 
had to be taken to hotels, putting the 
State to added expense. 
atimiasioner Smith was accompanied 
by Bhief of Detectives Desmond, who 
pointed out many places where the 
building was falling apart. The rooms 
where the records of police cases are 
kept are inadequate and the weight of 
Me cases has caused the partitions to 
spring. These must be reinforced at 
once or some serious accident will re- 
sult, the commissioner said. 

The rains have loosened the plaster 
and a section 10 feet square fell in the 
office of Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
alton one hight, spoiling a new rug. 
In other offices the plaster is cracked 
and loosened from the ceiling. 

All around the basement Commission- 
er Smith has made chalk marks to show 
the settling of the building. The foun- 
dationa are in bad shape and need to be 
renew ed. 

Stee] plates in the cell walls of the 
Jail are buckling. Huge steel rivets ar 
sheared off by the moving plates an 
snap across the Jail floor. Some of the 
cell walls are ready to fall from lack ef 
rivets and a large sum must be expend- 
ed at once to keep the Jail from break- 


ing’ apart. 
Watch Continually. 
inspectors from the Building Depart- 
ment are watching the Four Courts con- 
tinueily to report at once the first sign 
of collapse. Floors of rooms like the 
Bertilion Department, where heavy rec- 
ords are kept, show the strain plainly 
ana vdditional cases cannot be put in 
until they are reinforced. 

Chief Desmond called attention to the 
settling of walls in the Police Depart- 
ment. 

Commissioner Smith said that repairs 
necessary to put the building in shape 
for occupancy and to secure it against 
collapse would cost more than it is 
worth. Something must be done imme- 
diately, ne said, and a conference of 
heads of departments will probably be 

led to meet with Mayor Wells 


shortly.

Assignment of Priest to Finan- 
cier’s Home by Pope Rare 
Instance. 


‘ST. L. PRIEST EXPLAINS 


Signal Honor Conferred for 
New Yorker's Gifts to 
; Church. 


Great interest has been taken in St. 
louis Catholic circles over the appoint- 
ment bY Pope Pius X of the Rev. 
Father White as Chaplain for Thomas 
F. Ryan. Members of the Catholic 
clergy say that the appointment is a 
signal honor for the great financier. 

Father Joseph Garvy, 8. J., of St. Louis 
University, in speaking of the matter 
Monday, sald: ‘‘During the Middle Ages 
in feudal kingdoms the custom of the 
nobiles having private oratories and 
chaplains was widely prevalent. When 
these nobles began abusing the privilege 
by overriding their chaplains and lead- 
ing dissipated lives the custom was 
gradually abolished. 


For Unusual Work. 

“At the present day there are many 
old families, however, especially in 
France and Italy, who are still allowed 
to retain this es by specigl r- 
mission of the Pope for some meritori- 
ous service to the faith. 

“Since in America there is no aristoc- 
tracy, so called, the Vatican was not 
nclined to bestow the privilege here. 

n rare instances it has been done, not 
because of the wealth of the recipient 
but because of some deed of generosity 
or other unusuak work. 

‘The honor was conferred on Thomas 
F. Ryan not because of his millions 
but because of his gifts to Catholic 
churches and colleges made in the name 
of his wife. These gifts are said to ag- 

gate close to half a million dollars. 
cathedral in Wheeling has just been 
erected, the donation of Mrs. Ryan. It 
ie valued at $60,000. Georgetown Univer- 
sity, at Washington, has received $300,- 
000 from the Ryan family.’’

When Mr. Ryan 
takes up his winter residence he will 
in all probability apply for permission 
to have the oratory changed to a

The death of one and the injury to the 
other is due to the very great over- 
crowding of the cars, which is usual 
during the rush hours, morning and 
evening, when men, and women even 
hang onto the platforms almost by 
their eyelashes, after no more can get 
inside, and men even stand on the 
bumpers. _ 

The body of a man supposed to be 
Frank J. Shelly, but Who has not been 
_identified, is at the Morgue and Oscar 
Buckner, a student at Christian Broth- 
ers’ College, is under treatment for a 
broken right arm. 

Both were struck by the shaft of a 
@o0al wagon as they were riding on the 
step of an Haston avenue car Monday 
evening. 

The accident occurred on Easton ave- 
hue near Vandeventer avenue. The two 
men had boarded the car down town. 
The car was jammed, inside and out, 
and the only place they could get stand- 
ing room was on the step. They stood 
there, clinging to the hand rails to keep 
from falling off. 

Coal Wagon at Curb. 

Near Vandeventer avenue a coal wag- 
On was backed against the curb. The 
driver, thinking that the extra width of 
the street at that point would permit 
the care to pass, did not swing his horse 


around in the direction the cars were 
going. 
Wagon Tongue Struck Two. 

As the car sped past the end of the 
wagon shaft acraped the ‘side. The 
two men on the step, appreciating their 
danger, tried to crowd back on the 
platform far enough to escape the wag- 
on tongue, but men were packed s0 
closely together on the platform that 
they could not do so. 

The end of the shaft struck the un- 
identified man in the stomach and 
knocked him from the car. The _ car 
was stopped and passengers picked him 
up and carried him to the office of a 
physician near by, but an examination 
showed that life was extinct. 
was tuken to the Morgue. 

Buckner’s right arm was fractured at 
the wrist. After he had received treat- 
ment he was taken to the Christian 
Brothers’ College. 

In the pocket of the dead man was 
found a lIgtter addressed to Frank J. 
Shelly, General Delivery, St. Louis. 
was from Rosa Maxweil, but the post- 
mark could not be déciphered. Other | 
papers in his pocket bore the address 
1637 Washington avenue. 

Manager Blames Driver. 

Inquiry Tuesday showed that the man 
is not known at that address, and no- 
body who has seen the body has been 
able to identify it. It is that of a man 


of about 28 years. 

General Manager Robert McCulloch 
of the United Railways said Tuesday: 
“The car was not so full that the men 
could not have gone inside. Our con- 
ductors and motormen have instruc- 
tlons to prevent passengers from riding 
on the steps, but some persons like to 
ride there and do so in spite of the ef- 
forts of employes to prevent them, and 
the practice is fruitful of quarrels be- 
tween employes and passengers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—An insinuation 
that Joseph Ramsey Jr. is mentally 
and physically in bad = shape has 
stirred that man's fighting biood until 
hope of a reconciliation with George J. 
Gould has gone glimmering. 

There has been some hope of a settle- 
ment of their differences and Wabash 
security holders were striving to mend 
whin Ramsey's feclings were hurt. 

When George J. Gould was asked to 
give his views on Mr. Ramsey's claims 
he shook his head. 

“The kindest thing I can do,” he said, 
“js to say nothing.” 

This remark of Gould's, coming on 
top of the insinuation py others, is said 
to have angered Ramsey greatly. 

Mr. itamsey Is busy fixing. fences. 

“Wiil you estimate your strength?” 
he was asked. 

“T would be a foo] to do that,’’ he re- 
plied. “I will not tell an enemy in ad- 
vance where I am going to hit him. I 
feel that I have a good chance for re- 
election even if the Gould interest is 
against me.” 

Mr. Ramsey had nothing to say of 
the rumors that the Rockefeller, Penn- 
sylvania or Vanderbilt interests are be- 


a hind him, repeating that those who con- 


trol the proxies of the independent hold- 
ers would win. 

“I am not going fnto this fight backed 
by anyone but Wabash stockholders,’ 
—he again said. 

He said he had not met Mr. Gould, 
did not expect to meet him, and had 
hed no communication with him. 


About Little Kanawha. 

When asked what the Wabash would 
do with the Little Kanawha proper- 
ties Mr. Ramsey replied: 

“This is a great, broad country, and 
the Wabash is not confined to one route 
to the seaboard. It might be a better 
or less expensive route by Little Ka- 
nawha, but another could undoubtedly 
he met. You know it is said that the 
Wabash could never get into Pittsburg, 
but she got fn all right. I guess she 
can get out, too.”’

Ramsey and 
George Gould, and that is that no clique 
of financiers is back of Ramsey. 


It is Known that the Goulds own 40 
per cent of Wabash securities, and fn 
accordance with the custom of the fam- 
ivy since Jay Gould's day, depend for 
control upon proxies or the purchase 
open market of the other 11 per cent. 
Tlie fact that John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
and John W. Gates, through holdings 
in Wheeling & Lake Frie and Wabash-

ing power is well known, but Wall 
Fireet does not think that they have 
“Hed ur’ with Ramsey.

Ramsey evaded the question, repeating 
his former assertion, and adding: ‘lI 
believe that Mr. Gould’s own interests 
in the Wabash would benefit by my be- 
ing in control of the property.”

Rain-in-the-Face was a pure-blooded 
Bieux, and prided himself on this fact. 
While he was one of the most savage 
fighting gencrals Sitting Bull ever had 
unler him in his campaign, he never 


entertained much respect for the old 
chief, always contending. as did many 
others, that the Buli had a_ yellow 
streak. 

As trouble maker, horse thief and In- 
dian who would kill on the _ alightest 

ovocation, Rain-in-the-Face was 
cnown in all parts of Dakota and Mon- 
tana. In 1875 he was arrested by Tom 
Custer, a bruther of the famous gener- 
al, und brought to prison at Fort Abra- 
ham Lincoln, on the Missouri. The 
charge against him was that of murder. 

After being imprisoned about three 
months he escapea and joined Sitting 
Bull on the Rosebud and Big Horn 
Rivers, but he left behind him the threat 
for Tom Custer and the whole Custer 
fanuly: “TI will kill you afl.”’ 

Fourteen months after the escape of 
the chief, who was tien 4 strong buck 
about 30 years old, the Custers with 
the Seventh Cavairy and Reno and Ben- 
‘ton, subordinate officers of the com- 
mand. rode down the trail of the Yel- 
lowstone to find Sitting Bull and his 
warriors.

Roar of Animals Mingled With 
Shrieks of Frightened

MARYVILLE, Mo., Sept. 19.—Fifteen 


thousand persons were enveloped in the 
folds of the great main tent of the 
Ringling Brothers'circus, which collapsed 
under the strain of a severe wind yés- 


terday evening. Charles Robinson of 
Maryville received injuries from which 
he died, and hundreds of others sui- 


fered bruises and minor injuries. 


Panic followed the collapse of the tent. 


It was during the middie of the perform- 
ance and the crowd, intent upon what | 


was going on in the ring, had scarcely 
noticed that the wind, which had beeu 
blowing a gale all day, had Increased ta 
violence. 


A sudden strong gust iifted the 
tent from the center, threw the big 
canvas down again on, the mass of 
poles in every direction, then let the 
canvas down again on the mass of 
people who had struggled to their feet 
in instant panic. Most of the injuries 
were caused by the falling tent poles. 

With the collapse of the menagerie 
tents wild animal cages were over- 
turned, and the beasts’ roars of rage 
and fright filled the air, carrying fear 
to the spectators, who expected the ani- 
mals to escape and attack them. 


Pandemonium Reigns. 

A pandemonium of ndises followed the 
accident. Screams of frightened wom- 
en were mingled with the groans of the 
injured,’ only to be drowned by the fe- 
rocious roars of wild beasts that had 
at first. been frightened into silence. 
This added to the fright and panic of 
the people. It was jmposesible at first 
for anyone to escape from beneath the 
heavy, wet folds of the tent, or for 


aid the ones who -were caught in the 
trap. ; 
All inside were buried for some min- 
ates before anything could be done to- 
ward getting them out. When the tent 
was finally raised the people 
stampeded to get out and those on the 
outside blockaded the entrances in an 
attempt to get to their friends inside. 
In the jam some of the injured were 
trainpled on and more injuries resulted. 
Oace cutside many women who had 
borne up while in greatest danger, 
fainted and fell in the mud and water 
with which the ground was covered. —

ARTFUL DODGING. 

The story drawn from Edmund T. Randolph, 
Treasurer of the New York Life Insurance Co., has 
& scrious aspect, but most readers wil] prefer the 
other side of it, where a laugh will be found. 

Mr. Randolph did his best to evade the issue, but 
was finally foreed to admit that the company sold 
$800,000 of International Mercantile Marine stock 
on Dec. 31, 1903, and bought the stuff ‘Jan. 2. 
1004. He was, moreover, forced to admit that the 
object of this was that the company’s officers might 
be able to tell the Superintendent of Insurance that 
they held only $3,200,000 of those securities. 

The doings of high financiers on the day before 
report day, and the day after, thus appear to be 
full of dramatic, if not moral, interest. 

It has long been observed that among people to 
whom the law is an obstacle or annoyance, dodging 
is cultivated as a practical art. The artful dodger 
is known in fiction, police courts and within the 
hospitable four walls of structures designed by the 
State for the entertainment of persons who have 
not a good opinion of law and have dodged it once 
too often. 

But among high financiers who stoop not to the 


matter of bookkeeping. Bookkeeping is a straight-| 
forward, honest, lawful art. A man who is master 
of it can artfully dodge the law without compromis- 
ing the profits. And when the story comes out 
under pressure he is sure to be treated with the dis- 
tinguished consideration due men who do, with dig- 
nity and decency by wholesale what, if done vul- 
garly and by retail, would invite the severest 
censures of justice.

Doubtless some of the new clubs which. have 
come into existence recently have a legitimate basis. 
Men of small means have as much right and reason 
to have clubs where they may meet, eat, drink and 
be sociable, as men of large means. But undoubt- 
edly a large percentage of the clubs is composed 
of saloons thinly disguised as clubs. They are sham 
clubs, organized by the saloon keeper to evade the 
Sunday law. 
Neither government nor morality is subserved bj 
the substitution. When saloons are turned into 
clubs the State and city lose the revenue of the 
saloon licenses and police regulation ceases. The 
club is independent of licenses and regulation. 

When saloons which pay licenses and are sub- 
ject to strict police regulation close and drinking 
clubs, which pay no license except the federal tax 
and are not subject to police regulation, keep open, 
Sunday law enforcement becomes a farce. The situa- 
tion illustrates one phase of the folly of prohibitéry 
legislation.

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TROUBLE WITH CANADA. 


Severa] American fishing boats which have crossed 
the boundary line and cast their nets in Canadian 
waters have béen fired upon by the insolent naval 
power of Great Britain. 

What is the President doing about this? 
has Secretary Root done? 

The Canadians plead treaty rights in justification 
of their outrageous conduct. It is true that Ameri- 
can vessels must not, by treaty, go beyond the line 
to get fish. That is the law. But these Canadians 
should be taught that Americans must be treated po- 
litely at all times, in all places, in all circumstances. 
If they trespass upon Canadian territory, they 
should not be ordered to depart, much less should 
they be fired upon. The King’s officer should po- 
litely inform them that they were exceeding the Iim- 
it of treaty and law and ask them to go away. 

It is very unfortunate that by a treaty negotiated 
early in the nineteenth century neither power may 
keep large war vessels in the Great Lakes. We 
need today a dozen battleships in Erie and as many 
more in Ontario. The Canadians must be taught 
a lesson they will not soon forget, if it takes all the 
revenues to build battleships.

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DECLINE OF IOWA’S POPULATION. 

The decline of population in Iowa revealed by the 
Stute census of 1905 causes great alarm among the 
liuwkeyes. 

The loss is 15,000 in five years. This is entirely in 
tit farming population, cities over 5000 having 
guined 77,000. The loss in the smaller towns and 
or. the farms is 92,000. 

Some of this is attributed to the emigration to 
Canada, where the active encouragement by Gov- 
er: ment and the building of new railroads have com- 
bined to make the western provinces attractive. 
But il is doubtful if all the lost Iowans have gone 
tou Canada. 


It lowa had any great commercial centers there 
would be a different story to tell. It is an oft-told 
tele that the farmer boy seeks opportunities in the 
ka cities. Towa boys, discouraged by the lone- 
incse of farm life, start for the city, and they don’t 


sto 
of Keokuk. They strike for Kansas City, St. Louis 
or Chicago. 

This will probably account for the greater part of 
the loss. Iowa is a farming state. In no other in- 
dustry has any great progress been made. And if 
is reasonable to believe that the decline will con- 
tinue until her industries are diversified by the 
establishment of manufactories which can ‘main: 
tain themselves against the competition of the great 
cities of other states.

NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—The World 
says: “Whitaker Wright was in error 
when he congratulated our syndicators 
and promoters on the greater laxity of 
Arucrican than English law. 

“It jis not American law, but its 
enforcement, which is more lenient than 
the courts of England. The London 
court which sentenced | Whitaker 
Wright to seven years’ imprisonment 
for issuing a false statement to the 
stockholders of the London and Globe 
finance corporation, has no greater pow- 
ers than the laws of New York. 

“Wright committed suicide when his 
sentence was announced, and he had 
no ‘diverted’ one-tenth as much as the 
past five years’ diversions of the big 
three insurance companies. The hand 
of the English law stretched out across 
the Atlantic and extradited Whitaker 
Wright from New York, whither he had 
fled. 

“The arm of American justice need 
reach no further than from the Crim- 
inal Court building in New York to Wall 
street to take in its grip men who have 
done much more than Wright, and who 
have confessed the doing it.”’ 


“What is to be done?” asks the Amer- 
ican, in discussing the life insurance 
scandal. “The policy holders, unor- 
ganized and in many instances without 
votes in the company, are helpless if 
they work from within. But they are 
numbered by millions. Their states have 


laws which may be made effective and” 


, Superintendents of insurance who may 
be forced to perform their duties. This 
is the course the plunderers fear. This 
is the course the policy holders should 
take. 

“A national association of policy hold- 
ers, With chap*us in each state, can 
readily be organized and would be the 
most effective machine for the cleansing 
of the insurance companies.”’ 


Timely is the Times in referring to 
“the abusing of citizenship” by foreign- 
ers. It says: “It is impossible not to 
have a certain sympathy with the un- 
speakable Turk in his refusal to recog- 
nize a certificate of American naturall- 
zation as a warrant for agitating against 
his rule on the part of certain Levan- 
tines, especially Armenians. It is quite 
notorious that our naturalization has 
been much abused by such pretenders to 
such citizenship. 

“Of course the real trouble is in our 
own courts. * * * The principle 
that fraud vitiates every transaction is 
applicable to the process of naturali- 
zation as to anything else. A necessary 
complement to our naturalization laws 
is the provision of some procedure 
where naturalization fraudulently ob- 
tained may be revoked. This would not 
be necessary if our judges fulfilled the 
plain intention of the naturalization 
laws and really dealt with every appli- 
cation for naturalization on its merits. 
But it is necessary now, to prevent us 
from taking against a foreign govern- 


ment ground which is in equity and 
morals untenable.”’

His accom- 
panying photographs include one of a 
slave-girl sold for £25. Little boys were 
sold, under the writer’s immediate ob- 
servation, for £10 apiece; another was 
given as a New Year's present by one 
Portuguese to another. Women for ag- 
ricultural or domestic work are sold at 
£15 each or less. Many of the natives 
are born in slavery, being owned by 
natives as well as white men, and Mr.

CORN DAMAGED BY RAIN. 


Missouri Crop Report Shows 15 Per 
Cent Depreciation. 
Special to the l’ost-Vispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 19.—The United 


States Department of Agriculture cli- 
mate and crop bulletin of the Weather 
Bureau, Missouri section, issued today, 
says: 

“Cloudv. wet weather prevailed during 
the week ending Monday morning, Sept. 
18. over the entire State. Thunder- 
storms were frequent and were attended 
by high winds and excessive rainfall 
over most of the northern, central and 
west central counties, resulting in much 
damage to corn and other crops, causing: 
creeks to overtiow and stopping all farm 
work. 

Corn has been badly damaged in most 
of the northern, central and west cen- 
tral counties by high winds and exces- 
sive rains. Considerable corn that- has 
been cut is moulding in shock. Much 
has been blown oar is either badly lodged 
or lies flat on the ground and under 
water. Nearly all creeks are out of 
banks in Livingston, Carroll, Caldwell, 
Morgan, Saline and Cass counties, with 
corn under water and rotting. 

Correspondents state that the crop is 
damaged fully 15 per cent. Late corn 
is ripening slowly and probably will not 
now matute before Oct. 5 or 10, under 
the most favorable conditions. 

Potatoes have deteriorated in many lo- 
calities. owing to continued rains, and 
are rotting or taking on second bd tre 
Reports from the southeast districts 
(eotton counties) have been delayed by 
washouts and we are without informa- 
tion in connection with the condition 
of cotton, except a few scattering re- 
ports which indicate no — 
over the condition of last week.

IS BETTER THAN OORN 


Pioneer in Industry Hooted 
Till He Cleared $50 
an Acre. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Sept. 9.— 
Preparations are being made for har- 
vesting the sunflower crop in Bethle- 
hem township, Clark County, Indiana, 
some thirty miles up the river from Jef- 
fersonville, and it is expected the yield 
this year will amount to more than one 
hundred tons, all of which will be sold 
to Ed 8. Pernett and Charles EK. Per- 
nett, who are brothers of John S. Per- 
nett of Jeffersonville, Sheriff of Clark 
County. 

The Pernetts buy all the sunflower 
seed hauled to their store, and it is 
piled away in the exchange until a 
sufficient supply is accumulated to ship 
it to Madison by boat, where it is 
sold. What use is made of it he 
does not know, but most of the seed 
goes to St. Louis. It is said a great 
deal of it is ground and made into.con- 
dition powders for stock, but occasion- 
ally some is made into so-called. “olive 
oil” that is said to surpass cotton- 
geed oil, which is often used as a sub- 
stitute. 

The father of the sunflower industry 


in the Bethlehem township belt is John! 


McDonald who has made enough 
money to retire from farming and has 
moved into the heart of Bethlehem, 
‘where he watches the other growers 
bring in their crops along in October. 
Mr. McDonald went into the business 
nearly fifteen years ago and when his 
neighbors saw him planting the seed 
for the first time they laughed and said 
he was daft and was turning his farm 
into a flower garden. McDonald went 
ahead, however, and when he harvested 
his crop he sold it for 7 cents a pound, 
realizing something like $50 an acre. 
The laughing ceased’ and others be- 
Gan to raise sunflowers for seed and 
he is considered a poor farmer in Beth- 
Jehem township who does not raise the 
Corn planting time is sunflower plant- 
ing time, and the two are cultivated 
much the same way. Some of the grow- 
ers are inclined to be superstitious, and 
essert that unless the seed is sown in 
the dark of the May moon the crop 
will not be worth harvesting, but oth- 
ers go ahead and plant it when it suits 
their convenience, and it is claimed that 
there is no difference in the yield. The 
common enemy of the sunflower is the 
English sparrow. and at this time he 
ts about as numerous in Bethlehem 
Township as the sunflower stalks. By 
dint of rd work the birds are fought 
away sufficiently to save a good part 
of the seed, but the sparrows become 
very fat in the early fall and make 
g00d eating. As there is no law against 
killing them, many of them are victims 

of the shotgun and birdtraps.

Second Hague Conference to Be 
| at Invitation of Russia’s 
Ruler. 


ST. PPTERSBURG, Sept. 19.—As the 
originator of the firat Hague peace con~ 
ference, the Czar has formally set the 
wheels in motion for a second. 

Invitations have been issued by him 
to the powers to participate. President 
Roosevelt, who really brought the mat- 
ter to a head, effacing himself at ‘the 
last moment out of respect to the Czar. 

It is officially announced ‘‘that the 
Russian Government proposes to address 
the powers with a view to holding a 
second conference at The Hague, but it 
is known that negotiations preceding 
this announcement gee the a yt 

roposed to address the powe ; 
entered into especially with the United 
States and were c#nducted with the 
greatest secrecy, there being not the 
slightest inkling that Russia contem- 
plated anything of the kind. 

The announcement created the great- 
est surprise here, and that Russia should 
plan a second conference, despite the 
steps already taken by President Roose- 
velt, was also heard with amazement. 
It is clear that the step could not be 
taken by Russia without first reach- 
ing a complete understanding with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. The fact that President 
Roosevelt is reported as being In sym-~ 
pathy with the plan and is said to have 
readily and gladly acceded to the Rus- 
sian proposal !s clear proof that the con- 
ference has already been called and that 
President Roosevelt relinquishes his part 
in it to the Emperor.

ENGLISH SHIPS LEAD. 


Figures for 1904 Places United States 
Second in New Vessels. 
Special to the Poet-Dispateb. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. ~*.—According 
to Lloyd’s the United Kingdom launched 

2 new ships, aggregating 1,206,162 tons 
displacement, during last year. She 
also launched 73 ships of war, aggregat- 
ing 127,175 tons. One, the Caronia, dis- 
placed 20,000 tons; another, the Victoria, 
14,000 tons, is the largest turbine ship 
afloat. 

The United States launched 227 mer- 
chant ships of more than 100 tons each, 
with a total tonnage of 238,518 tons. Be- 
sides these there were launched 19 war 
vessels, aggregating 170,88 tons. Ger- 
many came third, with 149 merchant 
vessels, aggregating 200,000 tons, and 1] 
ships of war, aggregating 44,970 tons. 

France was fourth with 80,000 tons in 
67 merchantmen, and 43,600 tons in nine 
ships of war. Italy was, fifth—8 mer- 
chant vessels, aggregating 30,000 tons, 
and 8 warships, 28,062 tons.
